• CONSTRUCTION o( the Lls- 
ner Auditorium will not be 
started this year. The Hatchet 
learned late last week from 
Charles E. Merry, assistant to 
the comptroller. 

The University postponed 
plans to befrln work on this 
huildlnK. which had generally 
been expected to be the next 
one built, following a recent 
action taken by the Board of 
Trustees of the Abram Lisner 
estate. 

The trustees of the estate, In 
this action, extended the dead- 
line for the start of work on 
the auditorium from 1940 to 
the summer of 1945. The Uni- 
versity applied for this exten- 
sion because the original terms 
of the will, which had be- 
queathed $750,000 only If the 
school began construction by 
1940, had proved an obstacle in 
the acqqlsttion of land for a 
building site. 

The possibility exists today, 
because of the extension of the 
deadline, that the auditorium 
will not be started for live 
years. It was pointed out, 
however, that the University is 
free to begin work anytime 
within the five years.

• THE HEARING on Senate 
Bill 1610, "To prevent discrim- 
ination against graduates of cer- 
tain schools and those acquiring 
their legal* education in law of- 
ficei," was expected to draw a large 
audience of Law School students 
next Thursday at 10:30 a.m, in 
Room 249, Senate Office Building. 

The Student Bar Association last 
week mailed letters to all its mem- 
bers Informing them of the con- 
tents of the bill and urging them 
to communicate with members of 
the Committee on Civil Service to 
which the bill has been referred. 

Al Kane, chairman of the Junior 
Bection of the D. C.- Bar Associa- 
tion, said that his organization 
would be represented at the hear- 
ing. 

•> Commenting on the bill, Mr. 
Kane said, ‘T think it is entirely 
subversive of everything we have 
accomplished in the Dislrlct of Co- 
lumbia in raising the standard of 
legal education." 

Sefton Darr, president of the Dis- 
trict Bar Association, said that he 
did not know such a hill was in 
Congress and that he would inves- 
tigate its provisions. 

It seemed likely last, night that 
Interested partle.s from other local 
law schools would he represented 
at the hearing. 

The bill was introduced In the 
Senate by Senator Morris Sheppard 
and in the House by Congressman 
Larrabee. 

Last year an identical bill. S. 
3450. was introduced by Mr. Shep- 
pard and reached the calendar of 
the Senate where it was passed 
over on the objection of Senator 
Austin of Vermont. 

At the hearings held last year, 
opponents of the bill were caught 
napping and failed to present any 
testimony against the hill. 

Those who were recorded in fav- 
or of the bill were: James A. Bell, 
president of Southeastern Univer- 
sity; Luther E. Steward of the Na- 
tional Federation of Government 
Employees; John Fitzpatrick, dean 
of Columbus University School of 
Law, who presented letters from 
John L. Lewis. William Green, and 
other labor leaders . Representa- 
tives of the Alumni A.ssociation of 
Southeastern University were also 
present. 

In Its letter last week, the Stu- 
dent Bar Association said; 

"It is felt that such restric- 
tions on employing officers can 
only trend toward mediocrity 
In the legal service of the Gov- 
ernment at a time when Gov- 
ernment Service is more and 
more being recognized as an 
opportunity for a career. It is 
felt that the adoption of such 
a policy runs contra to the 
nation-wide trend of the pro- 
fession towards more stringent 
requirements." 


• THE ELECTORATP: of the 
student body will turn out (en 
masse, the politicians hope) 
Thursday and Friday, to exer- 
cise their right, privilege, pre- 
rogative, and duty — to vote. 

When they enter the privacy of 
(he voting machines, they will be 
faced by a ballot conUkining 15 
names and a referendum. Of the 
15 they will select eight to head 
next year’s student government. On 
the referendum, they will signify 
whether or not they <'are to have a 
Student Common.s building on the 
campus.

Magna Carta ha.s gone on record 
favoring the President’s Peace Pol- 
icy along with the following: 

The (iood Neighbor Policy of 
the New Deal. 

The revision of the preoent 
neutrality law so aa to punish 
the aggressor and aid the vic- 
tims of war. In this respect we 
support the Thomas Amend- 
ment. 

The call of Prealdent Roose- 
velt of April 15th asking Hitler 
and Musaoltnl to enter Into a 
ifWyear peace pact based on the 
discontinuance of aggreMlon 
and accompanied by a confer- 
ence for International diaarma- 
ment 

The President’s defense pro- 
gram. This Is the only logical 
plan to adopt when a. curtail- 
ment of national defense would 
only be an invitation to aggrea- 
alon. 

We cahnot accept a blind policy 
of isolation as was called for in the 
“strike'’ last week. That program 
placed the blame of aggression and 
war on the present administration. 
The President was termed a "war 
monger" In the same manner as 
the Hiller preu does. 

We believe with the President 
that the only way to guarantee 
peace is to forestall a general war. 
His actions are In; that direction, 
and we are convinced that his ef- 
forts are siricere and correct. I 
want the students to know that the 
Magna Carta Club Is in no way con- 
nected with the attack on the ad- 
ministration of President Roose- 
velt.

"I shall endeavor to cooperate 
with all groups and activities on 
the campus so that the full benefits 
of this University may be made 
available to all," Daugherty further 
said.

Value of Extra-curricular Life 

It should be taken almost as axiomatic that students get as 
much out of extra-curricular life as they do out of their academic 
work. Ijearning to live is not solely a matter of accumulating 
semester hours in engineering, English, or Greek. Living is not a 
science, but an art that must be practiced. The science must be 
learned, and then put to work. 

The University in many ways has encouraged that point of 
view, and urged its practice. For example, in public speaking. 
Now there are textbooks in public speaking, where scientific prin- 
ciples are laid down — principles based on practical experience. But 
a student of public speaking must speak in public before he will 
know anything about his subject. 

In this particular study, the University has encouraged stu- 
dents to take part in the activities of the Forensics Council — in 
intercollegiate debate, intramural debate, etc. More active students 
have gone into the Student Congress, the Speakers Bureau; and 
other groups where they get more practical experience. 

That is one phase of the value of extra-curricular life — in- 
creased practice of the art contained in classroom study.

Partisan Elections Committee 

The Student Council’s elections committee — which will pre- 
sumably try to hold a fair election — has made itself subject U 
severe criticism, not to say a complete lack of faith, by retaining 
in its membership one of the party’s candidates for a political 
office. 

Not only is that person a candidate for office under rules which 
the committee will set up, but this member is one of the most 
rabidly partisan members ever to sit on any committee. It was 
largely through the intervention of this member that the commit- 
tee-^by a strictly partisan vote of two to one — threw out several 
candidates of the opposing party. 

These disqualifications, of course, ^re taken before the Stu- 
dent Life Committee, • and all the candidates except one were re- 
stored. Which indicates the measure of the partisanship exhibited 
in attempting to disqualify four persons. 

It seems also inescapable that, when a responsible person 
asked SLC to remove that partisan from the elections committee, 
SIC ought to have considered the matter and issued a ruling. In- 
sUad, the committee was allowed to stand. 

The constitution may not say that no candidate may serve on 
the elections committee— if SLC wanU to sWnd on the letter of the 
law — but certainly it is a generally recognized principle that no 
person shall vote or pass on his own election. 

If the committee does not act on its own accord to remove this 
partisan member, then SLC ought, at the earliest possible moment, 
to remove this person in order that a more general confidence may 
be felt in the proceedings and rulings of' the committee.

The local metting. which was 
held at the Inlon Methodist 
Church, was pen of a national 
movement that brought out 250,000 
students all over the country', ac- 
cording to an estimate made by the 
local strike committee. 

Organized opposition to the strike 
was conducted by the University’s 
Magna Carta Cluh. which condemn- 
ed the apirlt of the strike and laud- 
ed the policies of the government 
regarding defense and foreign af- 
fairs. 

The gathering adopted another 
resolution expie.ssing solidarity 
with colonial peoples resisting im- 
perialism. In addition, the group 
demanded a plebiscite of the Puerto 
Rican people on the subject of In- 
dependence. 

The students of Manchester (Ind.) 
College varied their Strike Day pro- 
gram from the more prevalent or- 
atory. They put on a broadcast, 
purportedly from Europe. In which 
Europe had gone to war and the 
United States had Just declared 
war on Germany and Italy. 


• U:N DE CAUX, publicity direc-

vapor could penetrate. 

How could first traces of the gas 
be delected in sufficient time to 
warn the men to slip on their 
masks, was the question which of- 
ficers assigned to chemical warfare 
In the Allied Armies' were asking 
themselves. They searched every- 
where for a solution to the problem, 
trying one thing and then another. 
Nothing proved satisfactory. 

One day Dr. Bartsch was sur- 
prised by a visit from one of his 
friends, an officer assigned to the 
mustard gas problem, who was 
searching for a Mexican hairless 
dug. He had come to Dr. Bartsch 
in the hope that he could help him 
locate one. The officer explained 
that he had no Idea as to whether 
or not (he dog could serve as a gas 
detector, but since it was different 
from other dogs, the Army was 
anxious to try it out. However, the 
experiment proved to be a failure. 

Somehow, Dr. Bartsch couldn't 
forget the problem, and the next 
day as he was thinking about it n 
sudden thought flashed through his 
mind, 

"By jingo,” he exclaimed aloud, 
"why wouldn’t my snails be the 
very thing? They have moi.st skins. 
They are covered with moisture 
which will combine with the gas. 
They should be flUy limes sis sen- 
sitive to it as a man Is.” 

So the very next morning Dr. 
Bartsch and members of his staff 
were digging away In the garden in 
search of snails, the common garden 
slug variety. As soon as some were 
found. Dr. Bartsch hurried to the 
Chemical Warfare Service. Experi- 
ments showed that the slugs were 
extremely sensitive to mustard gas, 
showing Its pre.senrp in a dilution 
of 1 part In 10,000,000 of air, while 
its danger point to man was 1 to 
4,000.000. 

Besides, (he tests showed, the 
slugs were "slow creatures” and 
could quit breathing until they gut 
into the fresh air again. They were 
additionally valuable because some 
of them could be used as many as 
twenty times. The slugs were found 
to be the ideal detector because 
they did not respond to common- 
place gases. 

Proof of their value resulted In 
the Allied Armies carrying them to 
the front in little wire cages. 
"Whenever the slugs would start to 
pour out a milky, protective secre- 
tion, the sirens would be sounded 
and soldiers would hurriedly don 
masks,” Dr. Bartsch explalend.

revenge. Even this bitter life has 
ended for many of them before 
night falls on a tragic "Winterset." 

There is the judge (Frahcls X, 
Nolan) o(U of his wits, haunted hy 
the reaction against him for his 
part In an unjust execution. There 
is Mlo (Eugene I>rner), the tough 
and tortured son of the victim, 
haunted by his father’s innocence. 
There is Garth (Clinton Braine) 
who saw the 13-yearM>ld payroll 
robbery and murder committed, 
and might have saved the con- 
demned man had he talked. There 
Is Garth’s younger sister, Mlriamne 
(Jayne Harrison), who draws the 
affection of Mio. It Is the tender 
and spontaneous love passages be- 
tween Mlo and Mlrlamne which 
raises to such great heights the 
poetic medium which Maxwell An- 
derson used in the play. 

The second lead, Esdras (old 
father of Garth and Mlrlamne 
whose benign, phllospphlcal ways 
hearken hack to old Testament 
times), wilt be taken by Allen 
Dewey who played a major role 
in last year's production of 'The 
Whiteheaded Boy,” and who was 
added to the cast Inst week. 

As a crushing melodrama against 
(he fruits of injustice, "Winterset” 
uses gangsters to push Us point. 
Leonard Wilson plays the part of 
Trock, the gangster who really 
committed the crime, and, when 
actually discovered, takes Mlo's life 
In an attempt to escape. Even the 
life of Mlrlamne is not spared by 
this gangster, ever fearing ex- 
posure. 

Such Is the world at peace that 
Anderson portrays. A world at 
peace In which men are continually 
battling againtt lust, hunger, pow- 
er, and fear. 

This Manhattan slum ’ street 
world has its typical characters. 
'There It the trigger-man. Shadow 
(Fred Youngblood) and the crime 
witness, Carr (Lynn Lefch), there 
Is the organ-grinder (Morris Lev^ 
enthal), the apple woman (Marie 
McNeeie), and the hobo (Joel Hob- 
erman), who gives the only hum- 
orous touch to a tragic drama. 
There Is the policeman (George 
Pope), the radical (Jack Romney), 
and the sergeant (Grant Shark). 
Other roles will bo taken by Nancy 
Wlttlmore, Nancy Morgan. Phil 
Young, Allen Ghapline, Jane Mc- 
Graw, Betty Lane and Sonya 
BraunsteU. 

Floyd L. Sparks is directing the 
play. The two scenes (one exterior 
and one Interior) are being con- 
structed and painted under the di- 
rection of Henry Beno .

• THE international Bib- 
liography of the Historical 
Sciences for 1936, of which Dr. 
Lowell J. Ragatz of the Univer- 
sity’s hfstbry department is a 
collaborator, has just appeared. 

The bibliography is a listing of 
books on all phases of history pub- 
lished during the year 1936. Be- 
cause of the great amount of work 
necessary for compiling It on the 
part of the various collaborators 
and because it is an international 
project the volume always appears 
two years late, 

The International Committee of 
the Historical Sciences has Its 
headquarters at Zurich. The bib- 
liography Is edited by an interna- 
tional hoard headed by Pierre Caron 
and March Jaryc, me distinguished 
French bibliographers, with two 
collaborating scholars In each of 
many other countries. 

The first volume appeared in 
1926. From the beginning Dr. Ra- 
.gatz has been one of the American 
contributors, covering all articles on 
non-American history published in 
the United States. The other col- 
laborator for many years was Dr. 
W. S. Holte, formerly of the politl-. 
cal science department of this Uni- 
versity. Now the other American 
editor is Dr. Vernon G. Selser of 
the National Archives, formerly a 
teaching fellow in history at the 
University. 

For many years the standard 
bibliography work in history was 
the Historische Zeitschrlft. an in- 
ternational historical review pub- 
lished in Germany. This perished 
during the World War. 

In 1924 Dr. J, Franklin Jameson, 
chief of the Manuscripts Division of 
(he Library of Congress, editor of 
the American Historical Review, 
and dean of historiography in 
America, conceived the Idea of an 
annual volume brought out under 
American financial support and in- 
ternational editorial cooperation. 
The project was supported by the 
American Historical Association and 
other similar national organiza- 
tions. 

The I..aura Spellman Rockefeller 
Foundation subsequently agreed (n 
underwrite the venture by an an- 
nual grant of $10,000 for 20 years. 
Th4 result was the hihliography. 
the eleventh annual volume of 
which has Just appeared. 


• DR. A. F. JOHNSON, executive 
officer of lha department of me- 
chanical engineering of the univer- 
sity, will give an introductory 
course In naval architecture and 
marine engineering during the 
Summer Session.

Features of the regiment's train- 
ing for the past several years have 
been Its annual encampments near 
Virginia Beach, where the several 
hatleries have participated in a 
varied program of field training.

The platform does 
not. say.

There have been 
no forums of noU since that Job 
was taken from Eugene Lernef. 

Symphonic concerts! The parly 
may be in favor of them, but it has, 
to my knowledge, never sponsored 
anything of this type. 

Tile Service party rode into 
power on a “Free Blue Book Tic- 
ket" two years ago. If they are 
free, this writer confesses he has 
been gyped innumerable times and 
hereby demands a refund on pur- 
chases. 

Yet we And free books written 
into this year's platform. Why 
doesn't the party chairman say 
how he intends to procure exami- 
nations t^ki free of charge or at 
a reduced cost?

The “In<)ependent” Side 

George Pugne, in accepting the 
nomination as president by the In- 
dependent Voters' League, said:

One position is that a small 
clique, be- it Independent or fra- 
ternity, should dominate our po- 
litical, system. Another system is 
that merit should be (he basis for 
political actions without regard to 
any lines of social demarcations." 

It might be that merit should be 
the basis for political actions, but 
it never hn# been generally regard- 
ed In; thkt manner before by party 
members.' It is safe to say t<ia( 
both- sides will stay 99 per cent 
wHhla party lines. All of lho.se 
who have alligned themselves b^ 
hind Daugherty in the Service pArly 
will not vole for Pughe. On the 
other hahd, those who have In- 
dicated by their actions they will 
support Pughe, are not likely to- 
step outside the party and cast a 
ballot for Daugherty. 

All of this, however, can easily 
Uke place within Pughe's statement 
on “merit" and neither side need 
suffer any qualms of conscience. For 
who is to say that each side did 
not vote “honestly'* or what It 
considered “merit." It is significant, 
nonethfless, that thing called 
“merit" stays pretty well ■wlttiin 
party boundaries. 

"I thlnle' (our action) deserves 
and will enlist the support of a 
l.rge group ot people Who are 
‘ sincere and willing to ignore party 
lines," Pughe said. 

- la there any proof available that 
people will Ignore parly lines ba- 
' cause they are alncere? None at 
all, but these words are flattering 
to the voter and obviously compll- 
ment his Intellect and ability in 
an effort to lure his vote. 

Jovial, able-pollttclan Joe Clorety. 
naturally went In for a bit of 
parly propaganda himself. In qne 
sentence he gald, the fact that 2 
Independents are members of fra- 
ternities "bears out our oft-re- 
peated policy that merit la the 
basis of our choices." 

In the next sentence Clorety 'says 
“our party U 100 per cent united 
behind each candidate." This does 
not jibe with Pughe's statement on 
selaction or Clorely’s assertion on 
"merit."
